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Five get 
life terms 
for Katz 
murder 

HAIFA (Itim). -The five suspects in 
the Danny Katz murder case were 
yesterday found guilty of murder, 
kidnapping and conspiracy to' com- 
mit a crime and sentenced to life 
imprisonment by the Haifa District 
Court. Verdict and sentence were 
delivered at the same time in the 
heavily guarded courtroom. 

Ahmed Kuzli, 29, and Ataf Sabi- 
hi, 27, of Wadi al-Ain near That 
Ha carmel and Samir Janama, 28, 
Fathi Janama, 20, and Ali Janim, 21, 
from Sa khnin in Lower Galilee, re- 
ceived life sentences for the murder 
and kidnapping, and another 27 
years jail for conspiracy. 

Danny Katz was abducted from 
Haifa's Danya neighbourhood and 
murdered in December 1983. The 
trial lasted 13 months. 

Following the sentence, Danny 
Katz’s father, Moshe Katz, said he 
would do all in his power to ensure 
the death sentence for crimes of this 
sort. Katz, chief engineer of the 
Electric Corporation, said that die 
PLO was in effect a Nazi organiza- 
tion, which announced publicly its 
intention to murder Jews. His son 
could not be brought back to life, but 
future murders should be prevented, 
he said. 

Katz said that 25 murders of a 
similar type had occurred since Us 
son's murder. He refused to shake 
hands with defence attorney Kamal 
Kassem, who came to express sym- 
pathy and condemn the murder. 
Katz said that all the defence- attor- 
neys were hypocrites and had not 
expressed regret about the killing. 

Kassem said that all the - defence 
lawyers condemned the murder. 

The defen denis repeated that they 
were innocent of the murder and 
said that God would avenge them if 
they were harmed. Fathi Janama 
said: ‘There is no justice in the state 
of Israel!” 

Knesset Member Meir Cohen- 
Avidov, who was in court for the 
sentencing, called for special courts 
to try terrorists with a conditional 
death sentence for murder. Cohen- 
Avidov also criticized the situation 
where the Haifa District Court was 
tied up for 13 months with the Katz 
trial. 

Noting that Ahmed Kuzli and 
Ataf Sabthi were also accused of the 
rape and murder of Dafha Cannon 
in June 1982, and that the Cannon 
trial would now proceed, Cohen- 
A vidov remarked, “Even if they are 
found guilty of both murders, they 
will get two life sentences and what is 
the point of that?* 

He said that, according to his 
proposal, a terrorist sentenced to 
death conditionally for murder 
would be executed immediately if 
there was a murder of another Jew 
by terrorists.' He thought this would 
act as a deterrent. 

The judges accepted as valid most 
of the confessions and reconstruc- 
tion of the crime by the defehdents, 
and said there was enough corro- 
borative-evidence to prove they 
committed the murder. 

The early part of the trial was 
taken up with a mini-trial over the 
admissability of the defendant's con- 
fessions and videotaped.reconstruc- 
tions. The defence attorneys argued 
that they had been extracted under 
pressure, and in some cases torture. 

The court ruled that only someone 
who had taken part in the murder 
could have supplied the details in 
which the different confessions were 
consistent with each other. The 
court believed that the confessions 
and reconstructions were free and 
voluntary. 

Fathi janama was the only defen- 
dant to testify in his defence and the 
judges found him inconsistent and 
unreliable. The 104-page verdict 
also related to the testimony of Meir 
Alon,state’s witness in another case, 
who testified that two of the accused 
confessed to him in prison about 
their role in the murder. The court 
accepted his testimony concerning 
Fathi Janama and Ali Janim.

Israel asks SLA to stop 
harassing Unifil units

METULLA. - The IDF yesterday 
asked the South Lebanese Army to 
stop harassing Unifil following re- 
cent Unifil complaints about serious 
incidents involving the SLA. 

Sources in Unifil said the SLA 
recently stepped up harassment of 
units. In one incident, SLA soldiers 
recently threatened to run over with 
Sherman tanks an armoured person- . 
net" carrier belonging to Umfil’s 
Norwegian . contingent which in- 
sisted on going through an SLA 
roadblock. 

The Norwegians reacted fiimly, 
polling out shoulder-launched mis- 
siles. The SLA troops were sur- 


prised. and fired rounds into the air. 
The Norwegians responded with fire 
over the SLA men's heads. 

In another incident, Unifil says 
SLA troops fired at a Finnish Unifil 
position. The rounds made holes in a 
tent in which 12 Finns were sleeping, 
but no one was injured. In a third 
incident. SLA troops fired at a 
French unit's track and hit the en- 
gine, rendering it inoperative. 

Shots were alto fired 'recently lit 
Norwegian, Irish and Nepalese Uni- 
fil units. 

The SLA explained to the IDF 
that they were forced to act in this 
fashion because Unifil prevents 
them from moving freely. 


Double rebuff for PLO 

Arafat barred from UN 
but may come in future

UNITED NATIONS. - After days 
of intense consultations among de- 
legations here over whether to invite 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat to address 
the 40th anniversary session of the 
UN, beginning this week, Jaime de 
Pinies, president of the General 
Assembly, announced a comprom- 
ise yesterday which barred an invita- 
tion to Arafat to come at this time 
but affirming his right to add re ss the 
UN in the future on issues of direct 
concern to the PLO. 

The statement released by de 
Pinies applied to the South West 
African People’s Organization 
(Swapo) as well as the PLO. 

According to de Pinni es, India, 
Iraq, Kuwait, Nigeria, Senegal and 
Yemen - the co-sponsors of a resolu- 
tion last week to invite the PLO and 
Swapo to the 40th anniversary ses- 
sion - had decided not to press their 
resolution to a vote. 

Informed sources here said that 
the deciding factorin the decision by 


India and the other co-sponsors not 
to press the resolution was a warning 
by the U.S. that President Reagan 
would not address the General 
Assembly if Arafat speaks here. 

Asked about that, Rose Berstein, 
a spokesman for the U.S. mission to 
the UN commented, “That warning 
was not given. The U.S. did make 
dear that we were upset by the 
prospect of an invitation to Arafat, 
which would have broken the con- 
sensus around the observance of the 
40th anniversary. We wanted this 
occasion to focus on the positive 
achievements of the UN rather than 
on a divisive note. If Arafat bad 
come, all media attention would 
have been diverted to the con- 
troversy around his visit.'* 

According to sources here, the 
negative attitude of Canada, toward 
the Arafat visit also played ad impor- 
tant role in averting an invitation to 
Arafat. Canada’s prime minister. 
Brian Mulroney, was said to have 
made dear that he would not address

Mubarak wants Reagan

CAIRO (AP). - President Hosm 
Mubarak, still angry over the U.S.

all Egyptians.” 

Mubarak told reporters lie had not 
even read a message from Reagan 
delivered on Sunday by U.S.

An American official said the 
Reagan letter “indicates a level of 
understanding” of the Egyptian 
position in trying to deliver the hi- 
of the Italian ship AchiQe 
Lai£o to the PLO for ;‘trial.” 

Egyptair Bering? 737 carrying 
ij ackers was diverted on Friday 
by JU.S. waijets from the aircraft 
carrier USS Saratoga to Sicily, 
where they were arrested by Italian 
authorities. 

Mubarak, however, expressed 


hope that the “cloud” in U.S.- 
Egyptian relations will pass. 

He said he decided to hand the 
gunmen over to PLO chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat rather than to the Italian 
or Americans to avoid an escalation 
of reprisal attacks. 

Mubarak said he fears that placing 
the gunmen on trial in Italy will “not 
stop the violence.” 

“Had the Italians and Americans 
not taken these people, I think they 
would have avoided lots of things 
which may take place in future,” he 
added. 

- Before meeting reporters, Mubar- 
ak told members of his ruling 
National Democratic Party that the 
six "Egyptian crewmen and unknown 
number of security guards who were 
aboard the diverted aircraft were 
“heroes who showed courage and 
firmness in facing a difficult situa- 
tion.” 

He said he decided to award all of 
them decorations for bravery. 


UK-PLO talks off as 
envoys renege on pact

LONDON.. - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher’s attempt to 
bring the PLO into the Middle 
East peace process ended in dis- 
array yesterday, when the two 
PLO representatives who were 
due to participate in talks with 
British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Geoffrey Howe refused to sign 
undertakings agreed on prior to 
their arrival in London, and the 
meeting was cancelled. 

The talks between the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
and Howe were originally 
announced by Thatcher at the end of 
her trip to Egypt and Jordan last 
month. She indicated then that both 
PLO representatives. Bishop Elia 
Khouxy and Mohammed Milhem, 
would, when in London, publicly 
renounce terrorism and violence and 
indicate their acceptance of the rele- 
vent Security Council resolutions in- 
cluding 242 and 338. 

Israel was cautiously pleased with 
the British government decision not 
to meet the members of the PLO 
delegation and with the UN General 
Assembly’s decision not to invite 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat to 
address that organization. 

An official Foreign Ministry state- 
ment expressed “satisfaction” with 
the UK decision not to meet Khoury 
and Milhem. 

“The sequence of events in Lon- 
don demonstrates that there is no 
basis for the credit which was given 
to the PLO representatives, who see 
in terror the only means by which to 
advance their goals,” the statement 
continued, adding that it was “re- 
grettable that western governments 
were misled by unfounded hopes." 

In the Foreign Ministry, the Brit- 
ish decision was more of a surprise 
than that of the General Assembly. 
Officials are pleased at what has 
been called the process of delegrn- 
raizing the PLO. but are no means 
convinced yet that the developments 
following the hijack of the Italian 
cruise strip, Adrille Lauro, will leave 
a lasting impression on world and 
western opinion. 

Hie Jordanian government con- 
firmed that a PLO official backed 


out of an agreement to issue a state- 
ment following the meeting with 
Britain's foreign secretary, causing 
cancellation of the event. U nlike 
London reports, however, the 
Jordanian statement did not say that 
both PLO delegates had reneged on 
the agreement. 

‘Knowledgable sources in Am- 
man. identified the PLO official who 
refused to go along with the state- 
ment as executive comminee mem- 
ber Mohammed Milhem. 

In her September statement, 
Thatcher called Milhem and Khoury 
. “men of peace” and said both “sup- 
port a peaceful settlement of the 
conflict with Israel” and are opposed 
to terrorism and violence. 

“I know they will reaffirm these 
positions during their stay in Lon- 
don.” she said. 

The Jordanian statement said 
Thatcher's invitation “was on the 
basis that the joint delegation issue a 
statement after the meeting includ- 
ing the points mentioned in the Brit- 
ish prime minister's press confer- 
ence.” 

London reports said the meeting 
was due to be held amid great secre- 
cy yesterday morning but was 
abruptly called off early in teh morn- 
ing when both Palestinians indicated 
they were not prepared to repeat the 
assurances to which they had origi- 
nally agreed. Howe said later he was 
“deeply disappointed,” a sentiment 
shared by the prime minister's 
spokesman at 10 Downing Street. 

An unconfirmed report on Bri- 
tain’s Independent Television news 
(ITN) last night suggested that 
Milhem and Khoury might receive 
new advice from the PLO executive 
in Tunis, which would clear the way 
to a meeting with Howe. 

A PLO source dose to tbe delega- 
tion told TIN that the PLO executive 
was meeting in T unis and that dis- 
agreement in the discussion was not 
over renunciation of terror, but over 
recognition of Israel. 

The PLO office in London initially 
said that the two were ready to 
renounce international terrorism but 
could not abandon the prindple of 
the fight to liberate Palestine. Neith- 
er appeared in public during their 
brief stay in London nor were they

U.S. asks Belgrade: Has Abbas in feet left? 


WASHINGTON. - The U.S. said 
yesterday it would be extremely up- 
set if Palestinian leader Mohammed 
Abbas had left Yugoslavia despite 
an official request for his detention. 

A State Department spokesman 
said Washington was asking the 
Yugoslav government for confirma- 
tion or denial of reports from Bel- 
grade that Abbas had left tbe coun- 
try. ‘ 

Abbas is accused by Washington 
of being the chief planner of the 
hijacking of the Italian cruise finer 
Adrille Lauro last week by four 
Palestinians, in which a wheelchair- 
bound American was believed kil- 
led. 

He was a passenger on the Egyp- 
tian airliner carrying tbe four hijack- 
ers from Egypt to Tunisia, diverted 
to a Sicilian air base by U.S. Navy 
jets. Despite an official request from 
Washington to detain him, Italy per- 
mitted Abbas to leave for Yugosla- 
via. 

Reagan administration offidals 
have said transcripts of conversa- 
tions between the Palestinian hijack- 
ers and Palestine liberation Front 


leader Abbas, showing that be 
directed the operation against the 
Italian liner, were turned over to 
Italy before Italy released Abbas. 

U.S. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese said yesterday: “We still want 
very much to apprehend him and 
bring him bade to answer die c h a r ges 
against him in this country.” Speak- 
ing on a television programme, 
Meese added: “There is no safe 
haven as far as we're concerned. 
We'll pursue Mr. Abbas as we would 
any other fugitive.” 

William Webster, Director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
also said yesterday that Washington 
would continue pressing for Abbas’s 
arrest wherever be went. 

“If in fact lie has gone to another 
country, we will condone to pursue 
our rights through Interpol and 
other international organizations to 
enforce our criminal laws, which are 
entitled to respect by friendly nar- 
tions elsewhere,” Webster said on 
TV. 

Abbas arrived in Yugoslavia on 
Saturday night from Italy and a PLO 
spokesman told reporters^ in Bel- 


grade that Abbas had left, apparent- 
ly yesterday. The spokesman re- 
fused to say where Abbas had gone 
or how or when he departed. 

Meanwhile, in Siracusa, SicQy, a 
magistrate investigating the hijack- 
ing qf the Adrille Lauro said yester- 
day that the four arrested Palesti- 
nians were probably not the only 
ones involved in the attack. The 
interrogation of the four continued 
yesterday. 

“We presume that others were in- 
volved, accomplices in Italy. But we 
don’t know who at this time,” Dolci- 
no Favi, a deputy prosecutor in Sira- 
cusa, said during a press briefing. 

Favi said investigators suspect that 
the four Pales tinians had been enrol- 
led in Italian universities, but that 
was still being checked out. 

He had no information about re- 
ports that magistrates in Genoa, 
where the Adrille Lauro left on 
October 3, believed the commando 
was composed of at least six other 
people besides the arrested men and 
were preparing new indictments.

Newspaper says Americans eavesdropped on jet 

U.S. kept tabs on hijackers before they left Egypt

WASHINGTON. - U.S. in- 
terception of the Egyptian airliner 
carrying the four Palestinian hijack- 
ers of the A drill e Lauro demons- 
trated the effectiveness of using 
overwhelming milit ary might and 
precision to respond to acts of terror. 

The U.S. Air Force, Navy arid 
National Security Agency wqre 
deeply involved in the initial hunt for 
the plane at a time when both Egyp- 
tian President Hosni Mubarak and 
Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul-. 
Meguid were insisting publidy as 
well as privately that the terrorists 
were long gone.' 

Mubarak had told repor t ers some 
12 hours before the planc actnally 
left Egypt that (he hijackers were 
already m the custody of the PLO. 


‘They left the country,” he said. “I 
don't know where they went." 

A few hours later, Meguid told 
reporters: “They left Egypt. 1 know 
where they are, but I’m not going to 
tell you.” 

Bnt President Ronald Reagan was 
informed by his National Security 
Adviser, Robert McFarlane, that 
the Egyptian leaders had blatantly 
lied. The U.S. knew exactly where 
the terrorists were. American intelli- 
gence. with repented Israeli assist- 
ance, was closely monitoring their 
activities and the Egyptian efforts to 
get rid of them. 

According to The Washington 
Post, secret National Security Agen- 
cy eavesdropping fadfioesinduded 
a U.S. Air Force C-135 transport 
plane which was tailored for electro- 
nic warfare and code-named “Burn- 


ing Wind.” 

Quoting U.S. officials, the news- 
paper said tbe plane “circled off 
Egypt to eavesdrop on air and. 
ground communications. . .as part of 
a broad intelligence-gathering effort 
to learn when the 737 would leave a 
military airport outside Of Cairo and 
where it would go.” 

The report went on to note that 
the U.S. Navy had also “deployed 
electronic eavesdropping planes is 
the region,” including the A3 Sky- 
warrior. known as toe Whale be- 
cause of its size, to try to record 
every message between Egypt and 
the 737. 

“Whale aircraft cover a large area 
of the Mediterranean by hop- 
scotching between carriers like the 
USS Saratoga, which was in die 
area, and land bases in Spain and 


Sicily,” the newspaper said. 

In the end, of course, the mission 
was accomplished, although the glee 
in Washington was later tempered 
by Italy’s release of the alleged mas- 
termind of the entire operation, 
Mohammed Abbas, 

Still, the immediate impact of the 
Adrille Lauro affair has tended to 
strengthen American-Israeli rela- 
tions. Both countries were seen as 
waging a similar battle against ter- 
rorists. They faced a common 
enemy. 

The benefit for Israel also stem- 
med from the fact that Yasser Arafat 
and the PLO were widely seen in 
Washington as the big losers - even 
more so than a dearly embarrassed 
and even humiliated Egyptian reg- 
ime caught in die unseemly act of

Two opposing camps, trying to 
ignore each other’s presence, laid 
temporary siege to Prime Minister 
Pere’s office last night on the eve or 
his departure for the U.S. 

Peace Now and Gush Emunim, 
each bringing about 3,000 demon- 
strators to the slopes across the 
street from the Prime Minister’s 
Office, held rallies to try to persuade 
Peres of their viewpoints regarding 
King Hussein’s peace moves. 

“No to tenor, yes to Hussein,” 
was the theme of Peace Now’s rally, 
held near the spot where Emil 
Gnmzweig, a Peace Now activist, 
was killed by a handgrenade thrown 
at a similar rally in February 1983. 

“Yes to the Land of Israel" was 
the theme of the Gush rally, held on 
a rock-strewn bluff about 200 metres 
away from the Peace Now group, on 
the other side of the towering Bank 
of Israel Building- 

Peres alloted five minutes apiece 
to meetings with representatives of 
the two groups. But for nearly two 
hours, each rally listened to speakers 
outside, with the loudspeakers 
sometimes mingling the speeches so 
that to the policemen on hand, 
standing in the parking lot separat- 
ing the rallies, it probably sounded 
like ideological garble. 

“We call for compromise,” a 
Peace Now speaker would say, and 
echoing back would come the call, 
"There can be no compromise over 
the Land of Israel.” 

“They,” said Dedi Ben-Shitrit, a 
Jerusalem slum activist elected to 
the city council in the last elections, 
“care more about the sticks and 
stones of the Land of Israel than they 
do about the People of Israel. They 
care more about land than they do 
about lives." 

"There is no People of Israel with- 
out the Land of Israel,'* responded 
Daniella Weiss, chairman of Gush 
Emunim. 

While the Gush speakers were the 


known Knesset members and rabbis 
of the right - Minister without Port- 
folio Yosef Shapiro, MK Eliezer 
Wald man, and Moshe Levinger, 
among others - Peace Now's speak- 
ers were mostly intellectuals.such as 
' writer A.B. Yehoshua and Moshe 
Halbertal of the religious peace 
group Netivot Shalom. 

Both rallies sent their musicians to 
the stage ai the same time - with a 
female vocalist leading the Torch- 
bearing Peace Now supporters in 
“We Shall Overcome,” and ahazan 
leading the Gush supporters in “Am 
Yisrael Hai.” 

Some 200 policemen, Border 
Police and soldiers stood guard over 
the two rallies, with police con- 
cerned that there might be a replay 
of the ugly scene in February 1983, 
when the government deliberated 
the recommendations of the Kahan 
Commission and Peace Now faced 
off against supporters of then- 
defence minister Ariel Sharon, 
whom the investigators into the 
events at Sabra and ShatiUa wanted 
fired. 

But yesterday all was peaceful, 
though chilly. Both rallies ended 
ynlhHatikva. 

From 8 o'clock last night until 430 
this morning, young Mapam mem- 
bers held a vigil opposite Peres' 
home in Jerusalem . 

The vigil was due to end at dawn 
with the demonstrators breaking out 
banners on the highway from the 
capital to Ben-Gurion Airport, 
urging the premier to hasten the 
peace process. 

Approximately 150 demonstra- 
tors for Soviet Jewry continued their 
two-day vigil outside the prime 
minis ter's residence yesterday on the 
eve of the premier’s departure. 

The Soviet Jewry Education and 
Information Centre, which orga- 
nized the vigil, presented Peres with 
a petition signed by some 2,000 peo- 
ple urging him to make Soviet Jewish 
emigration a priority in his talks with 
foreign leaders. 


Peres saving ‘new ideas’ 
for meeting with Reagan

“new ideas'’ about ways in which he 
thinks the peace process can be adv- 
anced without even indirect involve- 
ment of the PLO. He is keeping 
these ideas private until he meets 
President Reagan on Thursday and 
addresses the UN General Assembly 
next Monday. 

Peres is scheduled to leave Israel 
early this morning for Austria, the . 
first sfop iifa 12-day trip that will 
take him to Vienna, Washington,' 
New York and Paris. 

In the meantime, all his aides 
would say is that he plans to promote 
.a double-banded idea - that the 
PLO is definitely out of the peace- 
making picture, and that this is the 
right time for a new push towards 
peace negotiations in some sort of 
international framework between 
Israel and a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. His aides 
were unwilling to say how tins could 
be accomplished, saying only that 
Peres's new ideas were within the 
parameters of the coalition agree- 
ment with the Likud. They added 
that Peres is writing his General 
Assembly speech himself and had 
not finished working on the text 
yesterday. 

It is dear that Pezes is arriving in 


the U.S. at one of the best times 
possible. Israeli offidals have re- 
ported extraordinary sympathetic 
interest in Israeli affairs in the U.S. 
media. 


The prime minister is scheduled to 
meet Reagan for 45 minutes, and 
half pf this meeting is to be with no 
aides present.

Defence Ministry; Hostile Acts Law applies 

Ras Burka victims eligible 
for Nil compensation 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
The families of the Israelis killed 
and those wounded in the Ras Burka 
shooting incident have been recog- 
nized as victims of hostile action and 
will be eligible for compensation 
from the National Insurance Insti- 
tute, a Defence Ministry spokesman 
announced yesterday. 

The decision to accord tins recog- 
nition was presumably based on the 
provision in the Law for Victims of 
Hostile Action that recognizes vic- 
tims of an act that furthers the aims 
of a hostile organization. However, 
the ministry would not specify. 

The law also recognizes as victims 
of hostile action, eligible for com- 
pensation, those affected by an ac- 
tion actually carried out by an enemy 


country or a hostile organization. 
(Because Egypt is not at war with 
Israel, the Ras Burka incident had 
not been seen as “a hostile act” and, 
consequently, no official representa- 
tives of the government attended the 
funerals of the victimsjast week.) 

Because of the public importance 
of the Itas Burka incident, in which 
an Egyptian soldier or policeman 
murdered seven Israelis, Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin personally 
intervened to speed up the process of 
recognition of the victims. 

Employees of the Nil yesterday 
received instructions from director 
Nissim Baruch to establish contact 
with tiie families and to deal with 
their demands and needs in accord- 
ance with the stipulations of the law. 


Spanish police identify Israelis’ bodies 


BARCELONA (AP). - Police have 
identified the bodies of two men 
found brutally murdered in a Barce- 
lona apartment on October 9 as 
those of Ya'acov Abu, 32, and Zion 
Abu, 36, the Israeli sailors missing 
from an Israeli container ship. 

Barcelona provincial government 
spokesman Jose Antonio Resell said 
yesterday that police forensic ex- 
perts had managed to identify the 
badly decomposed bodies through 
fin ger prints sent by Israeli author- 
ities. 


Rosell said police “were not dis- 
carding the possibility that the mur- 
dered men could have been Israeli 
agents, not sailors.” 

An anonymous caller told United 
Press International in Beirut and 
Madrid that Force 17, an elite group 
of the PLO's had killed the “Zionist 
sailors from the Zionist ship.” 

The men were apparently mur- 
dered some time over the weekend 
of October 5-6. The Zim container 
ship Califo rnia left Barcelona for 
Halifax, Canada, October 6. 


Tataar tomtftdes better, lowpricesto continue

TEL AVIV. - Agriculture Ministry 
officials decided yesterday to con- 
tinue the sale of Tamar industrial 
tomatoes for IS800 per kilo in the 
ministry’s “Green Band” price-cut 
campaign. 

The ministry had considered pull- 
ing Tamar tomatoes out of the price- 
cutting campaign, which includes 
other fresh produce, because the 
tomatoes supplied last week were 
substandard: That could have 
brought the two-week-old campaign 


to an end. 

This week’s supply is better. 

The ministry’s decision was also 
prompted by the success of the Israel 
Consumer Council-sponsored 
boycott of higher-quality salad 
tomatoes, The' Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

ICC general manager Ada Leva- 
non said the boycott will continue 
until the price of salad tomatoes 
declines much more. Last week the 
price was as high as IS4000 per kilo 
but it has now dropped to IS2000 in 
some stores. 


Swiss recognize Palestinian rights - but not PLO

Visiting Swiss Foreign Minister 
Pierre Aubert yesterday upheld 
Israel's right to exist in “security” 
while affirming the right of the 
Palestinians to “self-expression." 

Speaking at a news conference in 
Jerusalem at the end of his four-day 
visit, Aubert said that his govern- 
ment does not recognize govern- 
ments in exile, “no matter who they 


be,” and does not recognize the 
PLO. 

Aubert affirmed Switzerland’s 
wish to “put itself at the disposal of 
all needs for peace,” meaning that 
Geneva could be the venue for peace 
talks. 

Aubert said that President Herzog 
had told him that Israel’s main milit- 
ary problem was the Syrian army 
build-up. 


Syria, Jordan resume talks on reconciliation 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Jordan and 
Syria, split over Middle East peace 
moves and other issues will resume 
reconciliation talks on Sunday in the 
Saudi Arabian capital of Riyadh, the 
official Saudi Press ‘Agency (SPA) 
said yesterday. 


The talks between Syrian Prime 
Minister Abdel -Rauf Kassem and 
his Jordanian counterpart. Zaid 


Rifa'i, sponsored by the Arab 
League, will be attended by Saudi 
Arabia’s Crown Prince Abdullah ibn 
Abdul-Azziz, the agency said. 

After the first round of talks in 
Jedda last month, the Saudi news- 
paper As-Sharq Al-Awsat said Kas- 
sem and Rifa'i agreed to expand 
bilateral trade and stop propaganda 
warfare as a first step towards impro- 
ving relations. 


4 hurt near Ramallah in firebomb incident 


A Jewish passenger was lightly 
injured yesterday when a petrol 
bomb was thrown at an Egged bus 
near Ramallah. Three Arab youths 
who ran from the site of the attack 
were injured by a passenger’s gun- 
fire. 

The incident occurred at 8 p.m. 
when the bus passed near the aJ- 
Amari refugee camp, next to Ramal- 
lah. After the firebomb struck the 
bus, one of the passengers opened 
fire, first in the air, and afterwards at 
the youngsters seen running away, 
lightly injuring three of them. 


Two of the youngsters were re- 
leased last night from hospital. The 
third one, hit in the legs, remained in 
hospital. 

Tiie injured passenger was treated 
on the spot. 

Meanwhile, 46 administrative de- 
tainees in Nablus prison for the past 
five days have been on hunger strike 
to protest their detention and the 
transfer of some of them to Beershe- 
ba prison. The Prisons Authority 
said the strike is only partial, while 
Arab sources say tiie strike is com- 
prehensive. 


Wages must remain low 
next fiscal year

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda i 
said yesterday that net wages must 
be kept at their present level next 
fiscal year. * 

He was speaking at the opening of 
the winter term of the Knesset, 
which returned from its 2V5-month 
summer recess. 

Moda’i said real wages had eroded 
deeply since the inauguration of the 
government's economic plan in July, 
which was strictly in accordance with 
the plan.

In a preliminary discussion on the 
death penalty in the Knesset Law 
Committee yesterday, Justice Minis- 
ter Moshe Nissira suggested that the 
military prosecutor, in trials of ter- 
who commit especially brutal 
would be instructed to re- 
quest tne death penalty after due 
consultation with the ministers of 
defence and justice, 

Nissira said that the emergency 
regulations dating from the British 
Mandate era, which are still on the 
statute book and are involved in the 
struggle against terrorism, already 
provide for the death penalty when 
firearms are used to commit murder. 
However, he noted, murder by other 


weapons such as a knife or strangula- 
tion is not punishable by death. For 
that reason, and because brutal ter- 
rorist murders axe not covered speci- 
fically by Israeli legislation, he said, 
the law should be amended to eli- 
minate the lacunae. 

He told reporters later that in two 
or three weeks time the Committee 
of Ministers on Legislation would 
meet to finalize the government 
position with regard to the death 
penalty, and action would be taken 
after Prime Minister Peres gets back 
from the U.S. 

The chief military prosecutor, 
Tat-Aluf Benzion Farfai, and the 
attorney-general, Yitzhak Zamir, is 
to attend next week’s Law Commit- 
tee session on the death penalty 


issue. The legal adviser to the 
General Security Service, whose 
name was not released, is also to 
attend. 

Committee chairman Eli Kulas 
said that society has to possess and 
make use of the wherewithal to de- 
fend itself when innocent children 
are slaughtered for no other reason 
than that they are Jewish. 

Uriel Linn (Likud) said that the 
death penalty should be carried out 
in all cases of brutal murder and not 
merely when terrorists are involved. 

Staevah Weiss (Alignment) said 
that since the defence establishment 
and the GSS oppose carrying out the 
death penalty for reasons of their 
own it would be inappropriate for 
the Knesset to propose otherwise.

TEL AVIV. - The economic crisis of the mosha- 
vim will dominate the convention of the 
Histadrut-affiliated Agricultural Centre, which 
opens tomorrow in Kibbutz Ayelet Hashahar in 
Upper Galilee. 

The two-day conference comes during the worst 
crisis to bit fanners since the agricultural centre 
was founded 75 years ago. Farmers on 27 mosha- 
vim have been without water since yesterday 
because they have not been able to pay a IS1.25 
billion debt to MekoroL Fanners are hobbled by a 
total debt of about $400 million, according to the 
centre. 

Micah Ephrati, the chairman of the centre’s 
economic committee, said at a press conference 
here that the cause of the crisis was that the costs 
facing farmers must be paid in dollars, such as for 
feed imported from the U.S. 


Meanwhile, 90 per cent of Israel's agricultural 
exports goes to Western European nations, 
whose currencies have been weak against the 
dollar, Ephrati said. 

He continued that the ground for the current 
crisis has been laid by government policy since 
1981. He also asked that the $400 million debt be 
rescheduled to be repaid over a long period at a 
lower monthly interest rate, from 7 to 8 per cent. 
Ephrati said government officials are split on the 
request. 

IT a solution is not reached, farmers will start a 
protest campaign, which could be long and diffi- 
cult, centre secretary-general Simha Assaf told 
reporters. 

Without governmental help, the farmers cannot 
continue in business, a spokesman for agricultural 
organizations warned. 

Farmers say Mekorot's decision to cut the flow 
of water to the moshavim will cause millions of 


dollars of damage to crops and orchards that 
require irrigation. 

The moshavim say that they paid for the water 
through their purchasing agency, but that the 
agency, because of its own financial problems, 
used that money for other purposes. 

The agency owes $25 million to various credi- 
tors. 

Five-hundred and one delegates from 640 set- 
tlements and towns will elect a 151 -member 
agricultural council plus 51 deputies during the 
convention.

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First white SA soldier 
killed in racial unrest 


Action Direct sets off bombs 
in protest against rightists 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - A 
white South African soldier has been 
stabbed to death - the army's first 
victim in the racial unrest that has 
taken 750 lives in 2 1 months. 

He was also only the fifth white to 
be killed in that time. 

Army headquarters said Corporal 
Johan Schoeman, a career soldier, 
was killed on Sunday night at Kwa- 
zakele township, in the eastern 
Cape, by black rioters. Police said a 
black man was arrested. 

Shoe man’s death, and injuries to 
another white serviceman in Kwa- 
zakele, refuelled controversy over 
the army's role in dealing with unrest 
in black townships, where it de- 
ployed a year ago. 

The End Conscription Campaign 
(ECC). a group opposed to the com- 
pulsory military service to which all 
white 18-vear-olds are liable, de- 
manded in a statement issued after 
the incident that troops be with- 
drawn from townships. 


“Give them the choice' as to 
whether they want to fight and die 
for apartheid," it said. 

Troops deployed in the townships, 
to help the police to contain the 
violence, but black leaders said the 
army presence provoked more trou- 
ble. 

A black prison warder was killed 
on Sunday eight at Mamelodi 
township near the capital, Pretoria. 
He was shot in the bead as be sat at 
home watching television, police 
said. 

Earlier on Sunday, two blacks 
died in clashes near Worcester, also 
in Cape Province 110 kilometres 
northeast of Cape Town. 

Police said a mob attacking _ a 
home in Zwelintemba. a black 
township outside Worcester, chased 
down the occupant of the dwelling as 
he tried to flee, then set him alight. 

“Police took action against the 
mob and a man was killed,'* said the 
police statement.

3-year-old Aids girl banned 
after biting fellow pupil on arm 


SYDNEY (AP). - The mother of a 
three-year-old girl who suffers from 
Aids and who has been banned by 
health authorities from attending 
pre-school because she bit a class- 
mate. said yesterday: “My daughter 
is not a midget vampire." 

Tony Adams, state medical officer 
in New South Wales, said Eve van 
Grafhoret would not be allowed to 
attend school for two or three years. 

“(Eve’s parents) should be think- 
ing about when Eve is aged five or six 
and has grown out of the hiring habit 
and is ready for primary school," he 
said. 

Eve's parents have been battling 
local families and the state health 
department to allow their daughter 
to remain at school despite her ill- 
ness. a generally fatal disease which 
destroys the body's immune de- 
fenses. 

Eve bit her best friend on the arm 
Friday at the Kincumber Daycare 
Centre at Gosford. 70 kilometres 
north of here. Although the bite did 
not appear to puncture the girl's 
skin, authorities decided they had 
enough. 

“You only need a microscopic 
breach in the skin to transmit the 
virus.*' said Adams. “Until we know 
more about the disease, we must 


assume it is a risk.” 

Eve had been back at the daycare 
centre only two weeks after being 
banned for six weeks by the local 
council. 

Born three months premature. 
Eve contracted secondary stages of 
Acquired Imm une Deficiency Syn- 
drome through blood transfusions at 
birth. 

The mother of Laura Macle- 
naghen, the classmate who was bit- 
ten sided with Eve’s parents. “Laura 
and Eve have been good friends for 
close on 12 months now and I think 
two bites in that amount of rime is 
pretty good," she said. “All children 
at that age bite.'*

TnHian wife hums husband over drugs 


Coalition increases majority 
in Belgian general election 


NEW DELHI (AP). - A housewife, 
angry over her husband’s drug addic- 
tion, poured kerosene over him and 
set him afire, police said yesterday. 

Sunday's incident was a reversal of 
the practice of “bride burning,” a 
common crime against women in 
northern India where husbands bum 
their wives in disputes over dowry. 

Durga Dhar was charged with 
attempted murder of her husband of 
10 years, Leela. 

The husband was admitted to a 


government hospital with bums over 
50 per cent of his body, a police 
spokesman said. 

The woman was “very angry” be- 
cause her husband was addicted to 
heroin and “she just did what hus- 
bands generally do to their wives." 
said the spokesman. 

More than 350 women in New 
Delhi died of bums in dowry-related 
cases last year, according to official 
figure. 


2 more charged in London policeman’s murder 


LONDON (Reuter). - A boy of 14 
and a man of 26 have been charged 
with the murder of a policeman 
hacked to death in riots in north 
London, police said yesterday. 

A boy of 15 is already awaiting 
trial for the murder which took place 
on October 6, during riots mostly by 
black youths, on a housing estate in 
the district of Tottenham. 

Police investigating the murder of 
Keith Blakelock, who was hacked to 
death with knives, a hatchet and a 
machete, are questioning five other 
people, three black and two white. 


Two Americans win Nobel in medicine 


STOCKHOLM (AP). - The 1985 
Nongl Prize in medicine was 
awatfl(!d yesterday to Americans 
Michael Brown and Joseph Gold- 
stein for discoveries related to 
cholesterol metabolism and 
cholesterol-related diseases. 

The Nobel Institute said discover- 
ies by the two Americans had “re- 
volutionized our knowledge about 
the regulation of cholesterol meta- 
bolism and the treatment of diseases 
caused bv abnormally elevated 
cholesterol levels in the blood." 

Brown. 44, and Goldstein, 45, are 
both on the staff of the Department 
of Molecular Genetics at the Uni- 
versity of Texas in Dallas. 

The Nobel Institute said the dis- 
coveries of the two had led to new 
principles for the treatment and pre- 
vention of hardening of the arteries. 

Brown and Goldstein found, 
Nobel officials said, that cells of the 
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chotesteifH^bntaiiiing- particles- cal- 1 
led low-density lipoprotein (LDL) 
which circulate in the bloodstream. 

The two Americans were credited 
with research showing that lack of 
functional receptors figured in 
cholesterol-related illness. 

Reduced numbers of receptors, 
they found, can lead to increased 
levels of cholesterol in the blood, 
which subsequently can accumulate 
in the body’s arteries and cause heart 
attacks or strokes. 

“The discovery of the LDL recep- 
tor has broadened our understand- 
ing of cholesterol metabolism con- 
siderably and explained the mechan- 
ism behind familial hypercholester- 
olemia,” the citation said. 

“The discoveries made by Brown 
and Goldstein have increased our 
possibilities to prevent and treat 


• • ^Bmthefrdiscdveries ttirffr 
more far-reaching implications,” the 
document said, noting that their re- 
search might eventually lead to 
medication which could increase the 
number of LDL receptors and thus, 
in connection with diet changes, re- 
duce the risk of cholesterol-related 
illness. 

“It may one day be possible for 
many people to have their steak and 
eat it too," the citation said. 

American scientists have captured 
most Nobel medicine prizes alone or 
jointly since 1975. In 1982 It went to 
two Swedes, and in 1984 it was 
shared by a Dane, a West German 
and an Argentine. 

This year’s.prizes each carry a cash 
award about 5225,000 dollars, the 
highest on record.

BRUSSELS (AP). - The Belgian 
government resigned yesterday, 
paving the way for the formation of a 
new oentre-rigbt coalition, 24 hours 
after Prime Minister Wilfried Mar- 
tens’s government increased its par- 
liamentary majority in general elec- 
tions. 

The Interior Ministry said final 
results gave the ruling coalition a 
total of 115 of the 212 parliamentary 
seats, a net gain of two. 

Martens went to the royal palace 
yesterday morning to formally ten- 
der the resignation of his outgoing 
government to King Baudouin, said 
Martens’ spokesman, Paul van Stal- . 
le. 

It was expected the monarch 
would ask him to forma new govern- 
ment which could be in place early 
next month. 

On Sunday night Martens said it 
was “clear that the voters voted in 


favour of continuing the austerity 
programme... we (the outgoing 
coalition) have firm intentions to 
continue" in power. 

The return of a centre-right gov- 
ernment ensures the installation of 
the re main ing 32 of 48 U.S- Cruise 
T^iyciif-s to be deployed. Opposition 
socialists had vowed to stop the 
deployments if they could join a 
government after the elections. 

The opposition Socialists won 67 
seats- an increase of six, all of them 
in Dutch-speaking Flanders. The 
Ecologists, newcomers in the 1981 
vote with four seats, rose to nine 
seats on Sunday. 

Big losers were the Communists, 
who lost both their parliamentary 
seats in the legislature for the first 
time since 1925. Other losers were 
French and Dutch-speaking 
nationalist parties.

MOSCOW (AP). - An earthquake 
struck the Soviet Central Asian re- 
' public of T adzhilristan, levelling fac- 
tories and office buildings and caus- 
ing “loss of life." the official Tass 
news agency reported yesterday. 

Swedish scientists said the quake 
■registered 6.2 on the Richter Scale. 

Tass did not say how many people 
were killed’ or injured or give an 
assessment of the damage. But the 
Sunday quake was described as 
“strong," and the report of deaths 
indicated that the casualty toll may 
be heavy- -

“There is loss of life and there are 
injured.” 

The epicentre of the quake, and 
the most heavily damaged area, was 
reported to be 232 kilometres north- 
east of the Tadzhik capital of 
Dushanbe. 

Tass said the earthquake mea- 
sured 8 points on the Soviet 12-point 
scale at its epicentre, between 3 and 
4 points in Dushanbe and nearly 5 
points in the Uzbek capital of Tash- 
kent.

BONN (Reuter). - The U.S.- 
goverament-fimded Voice of Amer- 
ica (VOA) is due to begin a new 
24-hoor-a-day broadcast to Western 
Europe at dawn today, to counter 
what Washington fears are “miscon- 
ceptions” about the U.S. among 
European youth. 

The new service, called VOA- 
Europe, marks the first time in 25 
years that the worldwide radio net- 
work of the U.S. Information Agen- 
cy (Usia) has targeted programmes 
at Western Europe. 

‘‘VOA-Europe will help connect 
tiie information deficit about the 
U.S. among.. .millions of young peo- 
ple who have grown up since World 
War n,” Usia director Charles Wick 
said. 


The new service, starting off in 
English, will blend news, commen- 
tary, music and entertainment with a 
laige slice of what VOA-Europe’s 
Munich-based director, Frank Scott, 
calls Americana - scenes from the ev- 
eryday life of ordinaiy Americans. 

Eventually, the service aims to. 
broadcast in German, Italian, 
French and Spanish, Scott told re- 
porters. 

He said the service would kick off 
at 0500 GMT today in six West 
German cities on cable and in Paris 
on FM radio. 

Expansion to the rest of France, 
tiie Netherlands and Scandinavia is 
scheduled in the coming months as 
the service moves from cable to 


direct FM broadcasting, Scott 
added. _ 

While VOA-Europe plans to car- 
ry all major statements by the U.S. 
presidentand secretary ofstate, plus 
a sharp focus on European-U.S. 
issues, Scott said “one of the great 
needs we feel here is to convey the 
non-political aspects of America." 

Concern over a rise in anti- 
American feeling in Europe 'has 
been fuelled by mass demonstrations 
in recent years against Washington's 
foreign and defence policies. 

But this is disputed by those who 
say the heavily U.S.-Influenced 
music, fashion and lifestyle trends in 
Europe, and the evidence of opinion 
polls, paint the trans-Atlantic rela- 
tionship in colours of robust health.

MANY ISRAELI artists admired 
Pinhas Utvinovsky as one of our best 
painters. Art critics have always trea- 
ted him with respect and love. Still, 
when he passed away a month ago, 
at 91, after many years of voluntary 
retreat - especially from the Israel 
art world - Litvinovsky died ignored 
by Israeli museums. 

There has not been a single 
■ museum exhibit of his art since the 
1960 retrospective at the Tel Aviv 
Museum. Curators preferred his 
work produced from the Twenties to 
the Forties; Litvinovsky, a stubborn, 
proud and uncompromising indi- 
vidual, was interested only in the 
s, present and hated “'nostalgia.” 

The public at large was thus main- 
. ly acquainted with only one aspect of 
Litvinovsky’s work, an aspect which 
he himself did not much consider: his 
portraits of VIPs. Quick, short, 
sharp brush-strokes and a restricted 
palette begot portraits, most based . 
j. on photographs. 

His earlier, less known expression- 
ist portraits were richer and more 
profound. The later and more popu- 
lar portrais can often be seen on 
television, hanging in this or that 
conference room. 

These portraits are much more 
frozen and academic than the 
thousands of paintings in which Lit- 
vin ovsky expressed his joie de vivre 
and searched for “The Root of 
. Life." as he entitled his last gallery 
Exhibit (Arta, Jerusalem, 1978). 
These paintings, which Litvinov- 
sky created under neon li ghts night , 
after night in his barred house in 1 
Jerusalem, mixed the influence of 
Picasso with the innocence of chil- 
dren's games and with virtuoso 

• drawing and a great lust for colour. 
Just if fewrquick Ends in Oitor pastel f 
transformed old sketches of -Arab 

. and Jewish types into pure formal 

- systems of distorted images. 

LITVINOVSKY believed in paint- 
ing as enjoyment and he painted 
amusing paintings, always with fi- 
gures, sometimes with a tinge of 
eroticism. Silk-screens of these 
works are sold in galleries, including 

- the series of “The Rabbanites,” 
sprinted by Mouriot rf Paris with an 

introduction by Waldemar George. 
The public is less acquainted with 

• Litvinovsky’s darker Expressionist 
work from the Thirties, with its 

... Rouault-like contours. Even less 
known is his work from the Twen- 
ties. in which Realism and Russian . 
Constructivism are interwoven; it 
formed some of the best Israeli art of 
the Twenties. 

Indeed. Litviuovsky's roots are in 
revolutionary Russian art (which he 
closely witnessed, being a friend of 
Maxim Gorky, among others). His 
radical idealism in life and art may be 
r . .understood when seen against this 
^background and the earlier back- 
ground of Czarist painting. - 
Litvinovsky - who was awarded 
the Israel Prize in 1980 - began his 
. career by copying Ilya Repin's “Cos- 
sacks," and one of Ids last works was 
an abstract version in oil of the same 
painting. 

An album of Litvinovsky ’s recent 
semi-abstract works on paper (not 
necessarily his best) appeared about 
. a year ago. with a long historical 

• introduction. This cannot and 

• should not replace the retrospective 

of this important artist, whose fife 
work criss-crossed the history of 
Israeli art. Gideon Ofrat

I MUST confess that I did not know 
there were so many people in Israel 
who kept donkeys as pets until the 
. letters started coming in asking for 
advice. I have kept these wonderful, 
affectionate little beasts, and I knew 
that they are popular in childrens' 
pet corners in the kibbutzim, but it 
seems’that many people have them 
-for pets, is residential suburban 
areas as well. 

There was a time whoa the donkey 
was truly used as a beast of burden in 
Israel, mid It sometimes awes me to 
realize chat the massive fortress of a 
house that I live in was largely con- 
structed with the use of donkey pow- 
er for it was these sturdy, little, 
hooved animals that, a hundred 
years ago, carried the incompre- 
hensible quantities of stone from the 
quarries to the ate. Even in ancient 
times they were used widely, and 
places like Masada or Hisham’s 
palace were also built with materials 
carried many kilometres by donkey 
back- 

Donkeys are not very choosy ab- 
out food, and although they abso- 
lutely must have enough hay, straw 
or dry grasses to keep their stomachs 
operating in order, they can get their 
essential calories and their vi tamins 
from a very catholic array of foods. 
Pet donkeys are popular, in part, 
because one does not have to buy 
expensive grain or concentrates for 
them, as one must with a horse or 
even a goat. Donkeys can eat any 
kind of vegetables, thrive on dry 
bread and even enjoy and utilize 
leftover foods from the table such as 
cooked rice, mashed potatoes, 
cooked vegetables and salads. The 
main thing is a variety of food and

plenty of it, and this includes plenty 
of weeds and grasses as well. Need- 
less to say, a donkey, like all other 
animals, should always have a good 
supply of fresh water available. 

THE DONKEY is very intelligent, 
far more than a horse, the be- 
haviourists have noted, and is easy to 
make friends with although the 


donkey is not the easiest animal in 
the world to train since the animal 
has a tendency to do just as he 
pleases, at least if he thinks he can 
get away with it. But this does not 
mean that a donkey should be 
trained by force or mistreated. 

While many people believe firmly 
in the system of “carrot and stick,” I 
personally prefer a few extra carrots. 
The one exception to this rule is if a 
donkey develops the dangerous and 
annoying habit of biting to show its 
displeasure. In my opinion, if a 
donkey bites, the best thing to give it 
is a good smack on the nose with 
palm or fist, using every bit of 
strength available. It usually takes 
one lesson. 

Pet donkeys require a certain 
amount of grooming. They should 
be washed regularly and brushed; 
bangs, mane and tail especially 
should be kept tangle free, and un- 
less the beast has opportunity to run 
about on rocky terrain, which is its 
natural habitat, then the hooves 
need trimming from time to time. 
This is a problem since it requires a 
special tool for the job and usually, 
the skill of a good blacksmith who 
shoes horses. The best solution is to 
keep the feet in condition by letting 


the donkey walk on gravelled paths 
and hillsides where there are plenty 
ofrocks. 

Donkeys come in several sizes, 
but the only way to tell what size it 
will be when it grows up is to took at 
its parents. Small donkeys are nice as 
childrens’ pets, but if you want to 
ride your donkey, then a medium 
one is better. Only those who want a 
donkey for work, or for a heavy 
person to ride, need consider the big 
Cypriot donkeys. Donkey's are ama- 
zingly strong for their size, and even 
small donkeys can and do carry 
heavy loads. ■ 

If you want to train your own 
donkey, then get it young and be 
sure you are equipped with a good 
supply of patience. Treat it gently, 
teach it to love you and tram Jt to 
respond to your commands. If you 
don't have the patience for this, then 
by an means get an adult that is 
already trained. In fact, an old donk- 
ey, too old for real work, makes a 
lovely pet, can be ridden even by 
small children and is ever so grateful 
for the improved life style it enjoys in 
its lateT years. 

I personally trust a female donkey 
with children more than I do a male. 
Even an old male sometimes kicks 
up his heels, so to speak, when 
there's an attractive female around, 

- and may bolt with his rider. 

Donkeys need shade in the sum- 
mer and shelter in the winter. They 
do not have to have a weather-tight, 
bam like more delicate form anim als 
but should have a structure that 
keeps rain and wind out and has dxy 
straw to lie on. The temperature is 
not very important if the donkey is 
dry and out of the wind.

THE OCCASION was special in- 
deed, the first state visit by a presi- 
dent of the Federal Republic of 
Germany, and this was reflected in 
the programme and the emotionally 
charged atmosphere. 

Zimmennann (1918-1970) does 
not appear in Prieberg's all- 
embracing book on Musik im NS 
Stoat, which vouches for his non- 
Nazi record. Josef Tal has close ties 
to Germany as a member of foe 
Berlin Academy of Arts as a fellow 
of the Wissenschanfts-fColleg and 
with two of his operas commissioned 
and premiered in Hamburg and 
Munich respectively. A new opera 
for Berlin’s next Festival is under 
preparation. 

Soloist Misha Maisky is still consi- 
dered an Israeli artist though he lives 
abroad, and. finally, Chaya 
Schwartz studies on a DAAD Scho- 
larship in Berlin with Dieter 
Schnebel. The ensemble that pre- 
sented all this programme is part of 
the Young German Philharmonic 
Orchestra and presumably represent 
the cream of the young instrumental- 
ists in Germany today. 


The 15 strings (with foe addition 
of two oboes and two horns for the 
Haydn and foe Mozart) performed 
without a conductor, following foe 
slight indications of their first violin 
leader. Precision and faultless ex- 
ecution of the scores are obvious 
virtues of the group. Nevertheless, 
one misses the lead of a forceful 
conductor to put life into otherwise 
perfect readings of foe music and to 
give colour to the rather bland pal- 
lette of the ensemble. Thus. Zim- 
in ermann’s and Taj's scores might 
have profited from more vigour and 
contrasting dynamics and building 
up of climaxes beyond an academic 
reading. 

Michael Maisky played foe Haydn 
Concerto impulsively, without re- 
gard for the stylistic peculiarities of 
foe composer, but, of course, his 
technical brilliance and musical ex- 
perience shone through every phrase 
of his solo. 

Now for foe world premiere of 
Chaya Schwartz. After studies in 
composition with Abel Ehrlich and 
Yitzhak Sadai. she won a scholarship 
to work with Dieter Schnebel. The 
latter's visit to Israel in May for a 
concert of his works was summed up 
by my colleague in Tel Aviv as 
“presumption, caricature, deca- 
dence. waste of money.” The best 
part of Miss Schwartz' score were foe 
many empty bars .

LATELY THE ASSOCIATION OF PHARMACISTS has been waging a campaign of 
slander and ca lu m ny against the Maccabi Health Fund in an attempttoincjtenaanfoers 
of the Fund against its administration.

The leaders of the 
Association of Pharmacists sought to safeguard the ' ‘pharmacy prices” maintained in 
Israel, which, are among the highest in the world. Fund members were forced to pay 
ex tremely high prices for medication, fax mare than those paid by members of other 
Health Funds in Israel. The Maccabi Fund, which is a non-profit-making public 
organization, representing the interests of its members, could not allow this situation 
to continue. Negotiations with the Association of Pharmacists, aimed at changing the 
unfair terms extended to Fund members, were met with an outright refusal. The 
Fond’s administration had no choice but to look after the interests of its members, by 
putting an end to this insufferable situati o n, and preventing the Fund from being 
defrauded- 

THIS WAS THE RATIONALE for the establishment of the Fund's new national network 
of pharmacies, including Maccabi- owned ones.

provide the Fund with a net annual saving of $3 million. It is estimated that tbfo sum 
wiQ increase si gnifi c an tly within the next few years as a result of the development of 
the network and possibility of bulk buying of drugs. 

DESPITE THE DIFFICULT situation in which Public Health in Israel finds itself today, 
the Maccabi Health Fund does not want to burden the public budget, and seeks to 
improve its services and reduce costs. For this it is to be praised rather than 
condemned «*pd criticized. 

WE ARE AWARE of the fact that the establishment of the new pharmacy network, 
which is of small pr scope than the previous set-up, has caused problems 
inconvenience, and even dissatisfaction to some of the members. We apologize for 
these certainly temporary setbacks. There is daily improvement and expansion as 
more and more phar ma ci e s join the network. We are sure that dozens of private 
pharma cies that have hesitated up to now about joining the network, wifi now do so, 
and will start serving Maccabi Health Fund members again on the new terms. Jh areas 
where the pharmacists maintain their refusal and prefer to wage war on the Fund at 
the expense of its members, the Fund's administration wifi do everything to solve the 
problems caused as soon as possible, even if it has to employ unconve ntional mathnd? 
fifths ph a rma cists in certain locations refuse to join the network, the Fund will have to 
open additional pharmacies of its own. 

We thank our members for their s up port for the step taken by the Fund 
administration. Encouraging reactions from members have been received at the 
Fund's offices all over the country.

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American Israel Blades in its new plant 

Nazareth razor factory 
is constant export success 


By MACABEE DEAN 
NAZARETH. - Times are really 
getting hard in Israel - according to 
the "snob index" devised by Yitzhak 
Weiman. general-manager of Amer- 
ican Israel Blades here, 

"When the ‘snob index’ drops, we 
sell more razor blades, for consum- 
ers stop trying to show off by buying 
foreign products and buy locally- 
made ones - at a much lower price 
for the same quality,” he said, 
adding "sales are now rising by ab- 
out 20%. " 

Weiman was speaking on the eve 
of the inauguration of tbe company’s 
new plant in which more than $2 
million has been invested. 

Another sign that rimes are not as 
good as they were a year ago: 
Rafael, the Armament Develop- 
ment Authority, is quite eager to do 
the independent quality testing for 
the company. 

Founded in 1963 with know-how 
obtained from Wilkinson's Blades in 
the UK. the company went into 
production in 1965. In 1966 it made 
its first exports: some SI 30,000 out 
of a total production of 5330,000. In 
1984. exports accounted for 
S4.365.00 out of total sales of 
S5. 643 .000. 

“And while our initial exports 
were to Eastern Europe, today 97% 


goes to Western industrialized coun- 
tries.” 

Weiman notes, however, that the 
gradual increase in exports is based 
on the fact that the company’s blades 
are sold under private labels. This 
means that a foreign marketing net- 
work buys the blades and puts its 
own brand name on them. 

“But before they do this, they 
sponsor many double-blind tests to 
see that our products are competi- 
tive. And we have established a good * 
name in these tests.” At present, the 
Nazareth company’s wares are sold 
in the following networks: Migros, 
Switzerland: Hema, Holland; Ihr- 
platz and Tengelman, West Ger- 
many; Woolworth and British Home 
Stores, UK; Monoprix, France, 
Shoppers Drug Mart, Woolco, and 
Tower Department Stores, Canada; 
and Thrifty, Albertson, Rite Aide, 
and Peoples Drug, in the U.S. 

Weiman says that the private label 
brands are 20% to 30% cheaper than 
nationally known brands. In Israel, 
where be markets the razor blades 
under the names of “Bond” and 
“Diplomat,” they are about 50% 
cheaper than well-known imported 
brands. 

“We now have 35% of the local 
market; Gillette has 57%, and the 
rest is scattered among all other

imported brands.” 

American Israel markets four 
types of razor blades. The old- 
fashioned doubled-edged type used 
by elderly persons in Israel and con- 
servative persons in continental 
Europe, which it sells for $22 a 
thousand, twin-edged blades which 
are snapped on to a handle, at S70 a 
thousand; twin-edged blades with 
the handle attached, and single- 
bladed ones with the handle 
attached. The latter two are called 
“one-time” razors, although most 
persons use them for a week before 
they discard them. 

The twin-edge “one-time” blades 
sell for $52 a thousand, and the 
single-edge “one-time” for $40 a 
thousand. 

American Israel has a workforce 
of 170, a full 70% of which is made 
up of women. The women earn the 


same wages as men, if they do the 
same type of work. The average 
wage for a factory hand is about S20Q 
a month. 

The company is owned 62.3% by 
foreign investors and 37.7 by the 
Weiman family. 

Since 1967, the company has only 
lost money during two years, and the 
operational profit on sales has been 
about 14% during the good years. 
This year profits will drop to about 
8% due to the price freeze. 

Question: How many tunes a 
month do the staff, who handle all 
those blades (more than 1.5 billion 
have been produced in the past two 
decades) “nick their fingers.” 

“We provide about 500 Band Aids 
a month - for most of the cuts are 
s mall . Moreover, most of the work- 
ers don’t feel the nick immediately, 
for the blades are so sharp.”

Expanded role for Arab wheat production 


ROME (Reuter). -The Internation- 
al Fund for Agricultural Develop- 
ment (Ifad) has been urged by sever- 
al Arab countries to expand its 
assistance to a project designed to 
boost development of drought- 
resistant wheat- 

A spokesman for the Rome-based 
fund, in which Qpec countries make 
up one of the two major donor 
groups, said the agricultural minis- 
ters of Algeria, Morocco, Syria and 
Jordan had commended If ad’s role 
in die project, conducted under a 
research programme by the 
Damascus-based Arab League Cen- 
tre for Studies on Arid Zones. 


In a letter to Ifad, the ministers 
said t hat some of the new varieties of 
wheat and barley, already widely 
planted, were producing higher 
yields than Local species. 

Libya and Iraq have told Ifad that 
they would like to join the program- 
me, while Saudi Arabia and North 
Yemen have requested access to the 
results. 

Ifad has invested $5.28 million in 
the five-year project, covering re- 
gions where 40% of the population is 
employed in agriculture, but which 
still have to import some 60% of 
their food needs.

TEL AVIV. - Merav Mortgage 
Bank, a subsidiary of the First Inter- 
national Bank, reported its results 
for the first nine months of 1985. 
These are remarkable in many ways, 
and deserve dose scrutiny as an 
insight to the state of the mortgage 
bank sector today and to the prob- 
lems of corporate taxation in the 
economy in general. 

The bank's balance sheet on 
September 30, 1985 stood at IS576.6 
billion (about $390 million), amount 
only marginally lower than the 
equivalent inflation-adjusted figure 
for the end of 1984. The loan port- 
folio actually grew by 3.6% in this 
period, while the drop in the total 
balance sheet stemmed from large 
repayments of maturing government 
bonds purchased in the past. 

Merav made a gross pre-tax profit 
of IS4,829m. after adjustment to the 
August consumer price index. This 
represents a 28% jump over the 
same nine months in 1984, and also 
gives a return on equity of 20% on 
the bank's capital of IS32.2b. So far , 
so good. 

The next item on the bank's unau- 
dited financial statement is the esti- 
mated tax-bite from gross profits. 
This amounts to IS4,816m., or 
99.7% of the IS4,829m. gross profit 
noted above. The profit from 
ongoing operations was thus 
IS313m.-and this figure is the single 
most relevant measure of the com- 
pany's profitability.

Although this sequence of events 
shows that Kirsch was thus not 
directly responsible for the poor re- 
sults, he has chosen to add a lengthy 
chairman’s review to the already 
thorough letter to shareholders that 
accompanies the financial reports. 
Since the Hebrew press has recently 
reported extensively on Kirsch’s 
own problems in his huge South 
African -business empire, it may be 
that the statement is intended as an 
expression of the chairman's own 
commitment to Rassco. 

Admitting that the group's results 
are “disappointing," Kirsch points 
out that the company's capital base 
is, in fact, stronger than it appears on 
paper, because it has large reserves 
of land on the books at historic cost.

There is a basic difference be- 
tween the two ministers 1 positions. 
Corfu is clearly concerned with mak- 
ing HI A1 a going concern and pro- 
tecting the scheduled carriers, which 
maintain year-round contacts with 
Israel. Sharir is primarily concerned 
with bringing more tourists here - 
and advocates concessions to the 
charter carriers.

TEL AVIV - The most important 
thing about yesterday's wading ses- 
sion was that nothing happened in 
the share market or, to be more 
precise, there was no boom or major 
rise of any sort 

This was a disappointing reaction 
to the news of the latest round of 
interest rate falls, for it represented 
the first time that such a fall has not 
sparked strong gains across the 
board. It may yet be. of course, that 
the market will react later in the 
month, when the reductions are 
actually made and when the pension- 
er's bank share money is imminent - 

In the bond market, by contrast, 
the falls in prices gave way to a mixed 
trend in the index-linked sector and 
to rises in the dollar-linked sector on 
much higher volume. Here, too, the 
traders are on the lookout for signs 
of buying interest that might presage 
a rally in honour of the bank-share 
money due at the end of the month. 

The Treasury bill market picked 
up somewhat, with volume reaching 
IS7.8 billion, and the bulk of this 
came in the longer-dated bills of 4-8 
weeks redemption. Today wall see 
the next weekly auction of new bills 
and it will be of interest to see how 
much money the Bank of Israel 
succeeds in obtaining, given that at 
the moment interest rates for “jum- 
bo” deposits in the commercial 
banks offer higher rates than do 
Treasury bills.

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Learning the hard way 

RED FACES are appearing all over the world these days - the 
faces of political leaders who have trusted the PLO to outgrow 
the infan tile disorder of terrorism as a way of life and an 
ideology, and to graduate into the club of respectable peace- 
seekers. But there is still little evidence that these political 
leaders are willing to take the blame for the foolhardiness that 
has brought humiliation upon them and their countries. 

In London yesterday the British government was forced to 
caned, at the last moment, a scheduled meeting with an invited 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delegation that was billed as a boost 
to the Middle East peace process. The cancellation followed 
the refusal of the Palestinians on the delegation to sign a 
declaration, agreed upon with the Jor d a ni a n members, which 
denounced terrorism and violence and affirmed Israel's right to 
exist within secure and recognized boundaries - even while 
acknowledging the Palestinians' right to self-determination. 

The invitation, announced by Britain's premier in Akaba a 
month ago, was the price Margaret Thatcher was prepared to 
pay for large British arms purchases by Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia. She excused it, however, by insisting that die two 
invited Palestinians — Anglican Bishop Elia Khoury, a former 
smuggler of explosives to terrorists in Jerusalem, and ex- 
Halhoul mayor Mohammed Milhem, a friend of terrorists, both 
currently PLO executive committee members — are in truth 
“men of peace” who “totally and utterly reject terrorism as a 
way forward.” 

She had been given to understand, Mrs. Thatcher stated, that 
the two PLO gentlemen, upon arrival in London, would make 
unambiguous statements of their support of peaceful settle- 
ment and opposition to terrorism. Premier Shimon Peres’s 
pointed question, why the two could not make such a statement 
while still in the area, remained without an answer. 

The storm of protest occasioned by the invitation within, let 
alone outside. Britain did not move the “iron lady 1 ’ to call off 
the promised meeting. Nor did the series of atrocities perpe- 
trated by PLO agents ail around the Mediterranean during the 
past two weeks. Only last Thursday her foreign secretary. Sir 
Geoffery Howe, with evidence of the PLO’s complicity in the 
piratical , and murderous, hijacking of the Achille Lauro staring 
him in the face, foresaw a mighty contribution to peace 
emerging from a meeting with “those men who favour negotia- 
tion, who favour moderation and repudiate violence, even 
those who have some association with the PLO.” 

Having thus been spat at in the face by the two PLO men, all 
that is left for Sir Geoffrey to do is eat his words, and promise 
□ever to take that organization at its word again. But will there 
be a condemnatory statement coming out of London that is at 
least as strong as the one issued in Amman yesterday, when 
news of the Milhem-Khoury perfidy arrived? 

Humiliation is not always father to reassessment. The only 
lesson Bettino Craxi. Italy’s premier, has evidently drawn from 
his humiliation at the hands of Yasser Arafat, the man 
ultimately responsible for the attack on the Achille Lauro, is 
that cooperation with the PLO must go on. Not content with 
having abased himself, and Italy, by colluding with President 
Hosni Mubarak to grant safe conduct from Egypt to the four 
hijackers, Mr. Craxi let the operation’s architect, PLF leader 
Abu al- Abbas - “an international criminal,” as the U.S. 
attorney general called him yesterday - leave for Yugoslavia, 
from which be was certain to go scot free. 

In Cairo meanwhile Mr. Mubarak, trying to wriggle out of his 
predicament, and mollify protesting students, has been putting 
the blame on his American friends. Mr. Mubarak is perhaps 
more to be pitied than scorned. For him to charge toe U.S. with 
the crime of piracy in bringing down toe Egyptian plane that 
was carrying toe fleeing hijackers, and to demand a “personal 
apology” from President Reagan, as he did yesterday, did not 
add lustre to his image. 

Surely it was the U.S. which, by its bold action over toe 
Mediterranean, saved the tottering world order, however 
briefly, from total surrender to terrorism. 

That action may also have served as a prod to the UN - 
punctuating Mr. Reagan’s earlier threat of ins abstention - not 
to allow Y asser Arafat to address toe General Assembly during 
next week’s celebrations of toe world body’s 40th anniversary. 
Had the original plan gone through, what kind of UN would 
have been left? Some lessons are, perhaps, being learned, after 
all.

lying. Arafat has been insisting that 
he and the PLO had nothing to do 
with the hijacking, but there is so 
much evidence against him that very 
few serious American government 
officials are now prepared to believe 
him. 

Israel has provided the U.S. with a 
great deal of direct as well as circum- 
stantial evidence implicating the 
PLO. But the Americans, it must be 
said, have their own independent 
sources, which basically pointed to 
the same culprits. 

Whether or not Arafat personally 
had approved the plan for the terror- 
ists to storm Ashdod once the Achil- 
ie Lauro docked there may be de- 
bated between U.S. and Israeli in- 
telligence experts. But there can be 
no doubt, informed sources in 
Washington said, that Arafat had 
authorized seaborne operations 
against Israel and that Abbas, his 
close associate, was directly behind 
this most recent effort. 

According to a report in The New 
York Times on Sunday, the four 
hijackers had panicked when a crew 
member of the ship spotted them 
cleaning their weapons. The original 
Ashdod mission was aborted and 
they commandeered the Achille 
Lauro. 

That Arafat has been shown to be 
a liar was nothing very new to the 
Americans. Despite some U.S. 
flirtations with the PLO chief over 
the years, there have never really 
been any serious illusions about him. 
One American official said the other 
day: “We always have regarded him 
as a thug, but an important thug.'* 

More problematic for the 
Americans in the long run , however, 
was the revelation of Mubarak as a 
liar. Egypt is important to the U.S. 
strategy in the Middle East, and no 
useful purpose is to be achieved by 
overly weakening American-Egyp- 
cian ties. That helps to explain wtiy 
Washington has been trying so 
actively to patch up relations’ with 
Egypt. 

But a humiliated Mubarak is con- 
tinuing to sulk. He says he has been 


“wounded.” He is angry at the Un- 
ited States. 

U.S. officials insist that Mubarak 
has only disdain for Arafat - as do 
most other Arab leaders. The Amer- 
icans believe that the Egyptian presi- 
dent acted as he did largely because 
of domestic political considerations. 
Islamic fundamentalism is on the 
upswing in Egypt. The economy is in 
deep trouble. Mubarak is very con- 
cerned about his own political sur- 
vival. He can ill afford to be seen 
capitulating to U.S. pressure - 
hence, his embittered public re- 
sponse to these most recent events. 

U.S. officials are also very worried 
about the impact ail of this is having 
on Israeli-Egyptian relations. Ironi- 
cally, they had been improving in 
recent weeks as the effort to resolve 
the Taba dispute seemed to be mak- 
ing some headway. 

The prospect of a resolution, fol- 
lowed by the return of the Egyptian 
ambassador to Tel Aviv and a 
splashy summit between Mubarak 
and Prime Minister Shimon Peres, 
was very much alive. 

But the angry Egyptian reaction to 
the Israeli bombing of PLO head- 
quarters in Tunisia and the angry 
Israeli reaction to the seeming indif- 
ference of the Egyptians to the mur- 
der of seven Israeli tourists in Sinai 
have soured much of that eme rging 
good will. No one can predict the 
long-term effect of the Achille Lauro 
affair on the IsraeH-Egyptian rela- 
tionship. In the short-run, however, 
it certainly will not be good. 

A major casualty of all of this- at 
least in the immediate period ahead 
- is the U.S.-sponsored peace pro- 
cess. That, too, was seen by adminis- 
tration officials as about to bear 
some fruit until the most recent wave 
of terror and counter-terror erupted 
in the region. The U.S. is now trying ' 
to salvage it. 

Prime Minister Peres, who meets 
in Washington on Thursday with 
President Reagan and other senior 
administration leaders, will have no 
shortage of topics for discussion. 


Pomp and 
procrastination 


Dry Bones 


SINCE The Mikado was performed 
in Jerusalem as part of the last Israel 
Festival, the capital has not witnes- 
sed so comical a piece of pageantry 
as that planned at the Wohi Rose 
Garden in the Kirya this morning. 

Indeed it would need Gilbert and 
Sullivan, or at least Jordanian Tele- 
vision with, its waltz-music-as- 
background coverage, to do full jus- 
tice to the serried ranks of hand- 
shakers and false -smflers who will 
bid their farewells to the prime 
minister in the “state departure cere- 
mony & la ThSpu. 

Even Menachem Begin, with his 
incurable soft spot for pomp and 
drcumstance, began to see towards 
the end of his term that Israel had 
out grown toe need for such ally 
displays for its own leaders, when 
there are no foreign dignitaries to 
welcome or see off. 

But “The Visit,” as it is called by 
Peres’s bright young men, seems to 
have taken on an existence of its own 
in the prime minister's bureau, and 
perhaps in the prime minister's 
mind. 

Remarkably undisturbed by all 
the drama and trauma of recent 
weeks, toe meticulous planning has 
gone ahead, in a whispered atmos- 
phere of “Mstory-in-toe-makmg.” It 
is almost as though it were Premier 
Begin, bade in September 1978, set- 
ting out for Camp David, with peace 
hanging in the balance. Even Peace 
Now has laid on a pre-departure 
demonstration, reminiscent of those 
heady days. 

Jesting aside, though, this is an 
historic juncture. Peace is hanging in 
the balance. But its fate will be 
determined not in Washington, bat 
in Jerusalem’s Kiiya, scene of this 
morning’s droll diversion. 

In Washington, "The Visit” is 
only a visit, one in a long series by 
foreign statesmen, in New York for 
toe UN General Assembly, to an 
American president who is preoocu- 
pied by his upcoming Super-Power 
s ummi t, b asking in the success of his 
aimed forces’ strike against terror- 
ism and no doubt worrying about his 
health. 

Not that the Reagan administra- 
tion will not be supportive of Peres. 
They will go out of their way to 
please him, to praise him, to endorse 
any half-way decent proposal he 
makes to break through toe Middle 
East deadlock.

But ultimately the president, the 
secretary of state, and all the other 
supporters and well-wishers of Shi- 
mon Peres in the administration, and 
in Congress, will be telling the Israeli 
premier what in his heart he already 
knows: that it’s up to him to make 
the bold moves on his own home 
turf. 

And if Peres is frank and forth- 
right with himself, he will recognize 
that in terms of the peace process his 
first year in office, half of his alloted 
term, has been a disappointment. A 
dashing of hopes. 

A marking of time. A period of 
promise that is slipping by unfulfil- 
led, because Peres is stymied ?nd 
outmaneuveretfat every turn by Yit- 
zhak Shamir and toe Likud. 

LET US TAKE as our text toe 
prime minister’s statement to the 
cabinet on Sunday setting out "the 
issues which will be raised in the 
talks: (a) opening the gates of Soviet 
Russia to Jewish emigration; (b) the 
continuation of the peace process; 
(c) the war against terrorism; (d) 
exposing the PLO's propagan ada 
and demonstrating its direct links to 
recent events; and (e) diplomatic 
cooperation with the U.S. in the 
future.” 

(a) The USSR. Mikhail Gor- 
bachev has probably concluded by 
now - and who could blame him ? - 
that any discreet feelers in the direc- 
tion of Israel are a waste of time, 
since toe government of Israel is 
incapable of a discreet response, or 
indeed of any coherent response. 

The deliberate leaking of Ambas- 
sador Ovadia Sofer’s cable was an 
indication. When toe Kremlin failed 
to fake toe hint, Yittoak SB amir 
spelled it out, with all the bleak and 
rm imag inative negativism at his com- 
mand. Even if Moscow restored di- 
plomatic relations, he proclaimed, it 
would not be acceptable as a party to 
toe peace process. 

In truth it is unfair to slate Shamir 
for iinimagin ativeness- On the con- 
trary, in his imaginat ion he conjured 
up a peace process with a chance of 
success - and moved promptly to 
squelch the very thought. 

But what if a deal with the Krem- 
lin holds out the prospect not merely 
of a Soviet ambassador in Tel Aviv, 
but of Soviet Jews, lots of them, 
being allowed to come to Israel 
again?

THE FUTURE OF THE DIASPORA 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, -I have read in your newspap- 
er occasional pronouncements by 
various persons to toe general effect 
that Jews should immigrate to Israel 
because the Diapora is doomed to 
extinction. 

I find it remarkable that Jews, 
whose heroic perseverance has been 
for millennia testimony to both faith 
and free will, should predicate 
national doctrine on such rank deter- 
minism. 

Israel has won the admiration of 
millions and is the virtually uncon- 
tested centre of toe Jewish world. 
She has no need to base her validity 
and appeal on a negative; indeed, it 
ill behooves her to do so. Of course 
she could use more immigrants -but 
such a development wail be favoured 
in the long run by her active en- 
couragement, not only of aliya, but 
of Jewish currents in general, where- 
ver they exist and to whatever im- 
mediate end (consistent, of course, 
with the security of the state) . 

Israel’s greatest political support, 
and I dare say her greatest hope of 
long-term immigration, will come 
from nations with strong, free Jewish 
communities willing and able to per- 
petuate themselves over the genera- 


tions. Israelis, as the rightful stan- 
dard bearers of world Jewry, should 
join with committed Diaspora Jews 
in catalysing these communities 
rather than contemplate their sup- 
posed or desired imminent dis- 
appearance with a knowing .and 
triumphal smirk. 

More to toe point, the creative 
tension between Israel and the Di- 
apora, while perhaps discomfiting to 
those with an authoritarian cast of 
mind, is one erf the things that makes 
Jewry unique and alive and invalu- 
able to the Jews and to the world. To 
shrug off or even advocate toe 
homogenization of that specialness 
in toe name of some specious “nor- 
malization” or some national- 
religious dogma is surely to overlook 
something genuinely precious, even 
essential, in Jewish life.

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That hypothesis, even if un- 
spoken, underlies any Israeli- 
Jewish-Soviet dialogue, including 
the tentative dialogue launched re- 
cently by Edgar Bronfman of the 
World Jewish Congress. It was re* 
portedly articulated in toe leaked 
conversation between Ambassador 
Sofer and his Soviet counterpart in 
Paris. It is a hypothesis wbich has 
been prominently present in the 
minds of policymakers around the 
prime minister. - 

Herat, forced to choose between 
souls and sod, might be* tempted to 
prefer the liberated lands, and leave 
toe Jews to languish. But it would be 
a hard choice, especially for a man 
like Shamir. 

How happy for Herut, therefore, 
that its willing catspaw Yosef Sha- 
pira of Moras ha was available - 
dependable and unthinking trooper 
that he is - to do the dirty work on 
Sunday. He lambasted Peres at 
cabinet, “on behalf of the Golan 
settlers,” because someone - 
apparently a WJC official - had 
written a paper linking Golan with- 
drawal to Soviet Jewish emigration. 

. According to this purported pap- 
er, Israel would pull back in phases, 
toe Golan would be demilitarized, 
the Kremlin would be involved in 
this Israel-Syria peace and the free 
emigration of the Jews would be part 
of the package. 

Shimon Peres, scenting the 
merest whiff of possible discord be- 
tween Labour and Likud, im- 
mediately issued a self-contorting 
denial. There was no such paper - 
and even if there was, he hadn’t 
asked for it to be written. 

The premier could have made do, 
seeing that toe whole issue is so 
hypothetical, with a mention of the 
fact that the unity government of 
1967. with Begin in it, had offered to 
withdraw from the Golan for peace 
with Syria, without any thought of a 
Soviet Jewry quid pro quo. - 

BUT PERES'S overriding principle 
throughout his term has been to step 
back from discord, to avoid con- 
frontation with the Likud, to bide his 
time, to hold the government 
together until, as he believes, the 
moment is right to force a crisis. 

His priorities, as he never tires of 
repeating, were Lebanon, the eco- 
nomy. Egypt, and' Jordanian- 
Palestinian negotiations. (Egypt 
slipped imperceptibly down the list 
during the year; from joint-first, to 
third, in the face of Likud stonewall- 
ing over Tab a.) His optimal purpose 
is to bring toe government, united, 
into at least an initial round of nego- 
tiations with a Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation. 

(b) The peace process. The ess- 
ence of the prime minister’s hoped- 
for scenario is a felicitous fusion of 
domestic and foreign developments. 
The economy would be coming 
aright, the Likud would be going 
awry, the peace with Egypt would be 
flourishing with Taba consigned to 
arbitration, and negotiations with 
toe Jordanians- Palestinians would 
he in real prospect at last. 

A moment of great promise for 
Labour, and of great discomfiture 
for the Likud. 

Perhaps it will still happen. But 
the signs are not auspicious, and the 
experience of -the past year offers 
scant encouragement. 

How can Premier Peres, with his 
time running out, continue to wait 
for his luck to turn ? How can he take 
the risk? How can he put off the 
politically perilous decisions - while 
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he assiduously rebuilds his party’s 
standing at home - when the situa- 
tion abroad not only fails to im- 
prove. but dangerously deterio- 
rates? 

After all. it was not Ezer Weiz- 
man who kept warning that if the 
peace with Egypt were not salvaged 
and strengthened, it might simply 
die. That was Shimon Peres. speak- 
ing. 

And what is more, he was right. 
The peace nearly did die at Ras 
Burka on October S. Arguably, the 
hijack of the cruise- ship saved it, by 
dissipating the horror and revulsion 
which swept this country over that 
ghastly incident. 

But Ras Burka assumed its omi- 
nous political proportions because of 
the slough of suspicion and frustra- 
tion in the relationship between the 
two countries. 

The past year of Peres” pussy- 
footing over Taba has deepened the 
suspicion and intensified the frustra- 
tion in Cairo. 

On the broader peace front the 
situation is just as barren. The pre- 
mier and President Reagan will con- 
gratulate each other, and deserved- 
ly, on (c) the war against terrorism, 
and Peres mil treat the U.S. govern- 
ment and public opinion to a spirited 
and convincing (d) exposure of PLO 
propaganda. Fine. But where does 
that take the peace process? 

Terrorism, in toe final analysis, 
has been “the only show in town” in 
the Middle East throughout toe 13 
months of Peres’s term - from South 
Lebanon, through toe tragic L, 150:3 
prisoner exchange, through tbe“ 
TWA hijack, to Lamaca, to toe 
Tunisian reprisal, to the Achille 
Lauro. 

These ugly episodes have 
attracted all the headlines and 
prime-time because there is no other 
news. No peace process. No negotia- 


tions. No initiatives save King Hus- 
sein's vague call, as yet unanswered 
(except by the ever-predicrable Sha- 
mir with his knee-jerk rtvel}, and 
save U.S. Secretary of State Shultz’s 
failed attempts to slip a few second- 
and third-ranking Palestinians past 
Israel’s watchful guard. 

Not only are our headlines full of 
Arafat and terrorism. Our hearts are 
too. and that is the PLO's even 
greater success. Not only has the 
prospect of peace not advanced in ^ 
the diplomatic arena, the belief in r- 
peace has receded in the minds of the 
peoples who must make it. 

The Peres premiership, so far. has 
been a time when the public debate 
in Israel dwells on the death penalty 
for terrorists, and Kahane right-or- 
wrong, not about terms for peace 
and compromise. 

THREE YEARS AGO when the 
Middle East was shaken by a terrible 
trauma (and a dramatic discomfiture 
of Arafat’s PLO), the American 
administration, following the biblic- 
al aphorism “out of the hostility 
came forth sweetness.” published its 
“Reagan Plan." While the Israeli 
government of the day was quick to 
reject it. the opposition, led by Shi- 
mon Peres, was sagacious and cir- . 
cumspect, finding much in the planl* - 
that merited consideration. 

Now, belatedly, it is time for such 
consideration. 

. So, when the White House 
“photo opportunity" ends, and the 
talking begins, hopefully the two 
leaders and their aides, bupved by 
their blows at the forces of anti- 
peace, will buckle down to the task 
of bringing together forces that arc 
ready to commit themselves to 
peace.
